WOMEN DOCTORS. 
‘Tue agitation in favour of women practising medicine continues. There have 
been women doctors in the United States for some time. There are Dr. Mary 
Walker, Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell and her sister, Mrs. Doctor Lozier, and we 
do not know how many more. Dr. Elizabeth B. in an Americanized English 
lady. She studied and obtained her diploma at the Geneva Medical College, 
New York, afterwards studied iu London and Paris, practised as a physician 
in New York, and now practises in London. During the last year the women 
have been pushing more boldly into the schools of medicine in America 
and attaining to regular collegiate privileges and professional honours—full 
medical courses and the open sesame of M.D.-ship. Chicago is going ahead, 
Philadelphia is struggling to follow, while New York looks on to note how 
de things is working.” In Britain the venerable. college gates are lifting up 
their hofry heads to let the queens of medicine in, as well as the kings, and 
thas the work advances. 

The Chicago Tribune wishes that every young woman in the land, not only 
‘those who. propose to practise medicine, but those who only propose to be 
‘wives and mothers, would attend a full course of medical lectures and take 
their degrees as ductors. Do you see that? Have all the women, as well as 
‘some of the men, regularly qualified and licensed to kill or care scientifically ! 
The Tribune urges that women are constitutional invalids during a considerable 
‘portion of their lives, and many of them spend the remainder in the 
care of the sick, or in that misery which results from their general ignoranc> 
of the laws of health; also that iu all the agitation for the improvement of the 

condition of woman, there is no feature so solid in its merits as that for 

diffosing among women the advantages of a thorough medical education, and 
that even if they should seldom practise extensively in the families of rem, 
euch knowledge would serve them well in rearing their own. 


We have nothing to say in favour of women being indoctrinated and drilled 
‘in all the contradictions and conflicting systems of m-dical isms, but it would 
be undoubtedly an excellent thing if all young men and women who have 
pufficient gapacity were thoroughly instructed in the useful facts and laws of 
human physiology, the laws of physical and mental hygiene, the symptoms of 
‘various diseases, and simple remedies for common ailulents. This knowledge 
‘young women ought to possess, as well as young fuen, and it is quite as much 
knowledge of the kind as most young men and women will ever obtain, and 
perhaps it is as much as it is desirable that the large majority of them do 


obtain. Surgery might be specifically studied and practised by those indi- 
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‘viduals whose tastes might lead them in that direction, but in all probability 


the women surgeons would be few.

— time immemorial women have been “ yarb doctors,” and probably in 
their humble and limited sphere they have done as much proportionate good 
as most M.D.’s have in their more extensive practice. Certainly the women 
have done the least harm. In Utah the attendance of woman upon woman 
in childbirth is the universal custom, a custom which ought to prevail every- 
where, and in order that it may prevail, the women should be well instructed 
‘in the business. If women generally understood the principles of health, the 
‘least advantage would be the healthy diminishing of the doctor’s bills, both in 
‘number and amount, and in some families that would be no trifle. Besides, 
the mother is always on band, even when the father is not, to attend to the 
little sicknesses of the children. So far, then, our hands are up for the women 
doctors, Besides, every man would prefer to be doctored by the wife of his 
‘bosom, whenever he was not physician enough to heal himself. J. J. 


TEXT Won’r Recrprocats.—The Springfield Republican says, two Mormon 
‘Apostles (Elders) are in Berkshire, Massachusetts, on a proselyting tour, 
giving proselyting lectures in the principal towns, and are amazed to find Dr.
